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MINISTER FIEND OR ‘FREBLE? 


Pastor Firebug, Ex-Illinois Con- 
vict, Says He Is Jekyll-Hyde. 


ACCUSES SELF OF ORIME. 


Graduate of Edinburgh University Is 
Mystery to Waterloo, N. I., Police. 


Waterloo, N. T., May 20,—[Special.]—In the 
person of the Rev. C. Stuart Bain, confessed 
pyromaniac, alienists have a subject after 
thelr own heart. It is for them to decide 
whether, as he euggeste himself, his has 
been a genuine Jekyll and Hyde existence, 
whether his crimes are due to autohypnosis, 
self-imposed hypnotism, or whether bis is a 
case of habitual criminality. 

Bain is in jail here charged with setting 
fire to the First Baptist church, of which he 
was pastor. He admits he did it. He wrote 
anonymous letters to the police directing sus- 
picion to himself. 


Bain is a Scotchman by birth and a grad- 


uate of Edinburgh university. He is an ex- 
convict as well as a preacher and ex-preach- 
er. He ts 46 years old and is known to have 
had five charges in the west in the Presby- 
terlan denomination, à mission at Newburg, 
as well as the Baptist church here. His rec- 
ord, as it has been compiled by District At- 
torney Bodine, is: 

In 1889, pastor of a church in Princeton, 
III.; 1890, pastor, Gardeh Place, III.: 1801, pas- 
tor Harvard, III.; 1892 pastor, Garnett, Kas.; 
Converse [formerly Xenia], 
Ind.; 1904, he was suspended from the Pres- 
dytertan ministry. 

In 1896 he was sent to Joliet prison for em- 
bezziement, and was released in 1899. 


Wanders Over Country as Cook. 

In his Kansas Presbyterian charge three 
incendiary fires marked the pastorate. He 
was deposed from the Presbyterian minist?y 
for improper conduct in money matters. Me 
hak wandered about the country picking up 
odd jogs here and there, chiefly as a cook in 
hotels. He has been something of what 
night be called a criminal tramp. He floate 


into New York City and if the Baptist mis- | 


sion was converted over again and through 
Dr Simpson's Christian Alliance school in 
Nyack he drifted again into the ministry, 
and now has landed in jail as a pyromaniac. 
Bain says when he is good he rémembers 
everything; that when he is bad—which seems 
to have been largely his normal condition 
ne remembers nothing. He declarés he is a 
vietim of speils when memory and con- 
sciousness of right eve him utterly, when 
depraved instincts take possession of him. 


Constant Temptation to Lie. 

He admits he has a constant temptation to 
lie and hae lied until he has been found out 
with disastrous results. He regalls much and 
a lot of little things, which makes his asser- 
tion he hae complete loss of memory for his 
evil deeds seem inconsistent to the authori, 
ties, but he does not recall any pyromaniac 
tendencies. The authorities are inclined to 
think they are dealing simply witha depravea 
man a nd that his suggestion of double identity 
“ith complications of morbid psychology is 
simply the invention of a crafty imposter.

On the night of March 6 Bain spent the 
early evening with Lee Park, an officer of 
the’ cLurch, in ‘the chufch study. At 7:30 
o*clock they went over to the Presbyterian 
church to listen to a cartoonist give a lec- 
ture. The cartoonist made a picture of 
burning Rome, 

As the two men passed out of the study to 
go to the entertainment Bain looked into the 
stove and said he guessed there was coal 
enough to keep the fire going for a time. 
The coal scuttle was empty. 


Picture Gives Idea of Fire. 


After the lecturé Mr. Park went his way and 
Bain started for the parsonage, which ad- 
joing the church. Fifteen minutes later the 
church was on fire and burning flercely. Bain 
was in his room in the parsonage with coat 
and collar removed. A man had seen him 
come out of the church a few minutes before. 

Next Sunday at services Bain threw up his 
hands in the pulpit, shouting: ““O, my head. 
Dr. Bellows was called and found the 
preacher with a subnormal temperature. His 
pulse scarcely could be felt. Bellows says 
the man really was ill. He was in bed th 
days. Then he asked leave of two weeks to 
go to Newburg to see a young woman, whom 
he was engaged to marry. 


Proves His Own Accuser. 


Bain came back to town Saturday nigh! 
May 5. Bodine accused him of setting fire 
to the church. Bain denied it. Then Bodine 
sprung a surprise on him. Two of the anony- 
mous letters written on the fly leaves torn 
from books were shown. Bodine produced 
the books from Baih’s own library trom 
whieh they were torn. The letters fitted the 
torn books perfectly. They were to the effect 
that Bain was a firebug and should be driven 
out of town, 

Confronted with this sired, Bain admitted 
his guilt and said: 

1 must have burned the church and writ- 
ten those letters, but 1 have no recollection 
of it at all. U must have been done in one 
of my unconscious spells.”

$200, 000, ie that Chetlain had sold $5,000 
worth to Lyon for one-fifth of its face ees 


Agreement Made in Writing. 

Silverston states that in his indignation 
that this should be done secretly he demanded 
that the whole transaction be placed in writ- 
ing. The agreement, signed by Chetlain, re- 
vealed that the judge gave his notes for 
$10,500 to the company, but that the stock 
and money besides were given to him. In 
fact, one-third of a part of their proceeds 
was to be returned to him in cash, and the 
company was to take up his notes with the 
proceeds of the sale of 25 per cent of his 
stock.

Thinks Church Lacks Faith. 

From the first utterance upon the platform 
of the temple, Mr. Robins’ address was an 
arraignment of the church ag being im- 
practical, He declared that the church 
lacked faith in God and man. The church 
members and clergy, he said, lacked courage. 
The preachers, he charged, were, untruthful, 
accepted tribute, and compromised between 
their convictions and the welfare of others. 
Just what was meant by the acceptance 
of tribute,“ he did not say. 

Dr. Emil G. Hirsch followed Mr. Robins 
and began by denying Mr. Robins“ first 
statement—that one God was the father of 
the entire world and of no particular sect 
was a new creed... Although his address in 
no way contained personalities, he answered 
all the charges made by Mr. Robins. 

Dr. Hirsch made a strong plea for the 
abolition of the competitive system and the 
establishment of a higher codperative sys- 
tem, Although the word “ socialism did 
not enter his plea, it was taken as the state- 
ment of the principles of socialism. 

No man can call himself a self-made man 
to the extent that he owes no man anything 
for what he is,“ said he. At least the land 
was there when he came on earth.“!

According to Mrs. Della Fagin, that was 
how her sister, Angelina Carr, became ad- 
dicted to the habit. She had kept her sister 
and the other members of her family in com- 
plete ignorance of the fact that she was a 
slave to drugs. For some months past the 
young woman has shown symptoms of the 
evil habit, but her family never suspected 
the cause. About ten days ago she became

fessed to her sister.

BINDERY GIRLS WILL STRIKE, 


Walkout Which May Extend to 6,000 
Workers to Begin in R. O. law 
Shop Today. 


A strike which may involve hundreds of 
working girls in the book binderies of the city 
is scheduled to begin today. Orders already 
have been issued calling out 150 girls em- 


ployed by the Robert O. Law company, 121 


Plymouth place, at noon, 

The girls assert they are striking against 
a reduction in wages. Two weeks ago the 
Law company brought thirty-five nonunion 
girls from the east and them to work. 
Shortly afterward, it is said, wages were cut. 
It is planned to cause a general walkout of 
the employés in the plant today, and simul- 
taneously institute a fight for better wages 
and conditions all over the city. A struggle 
of this extent, it is said, may involve between 
5.000 and 6,000 workers. 

Committees of young women will begin this 
morning a tour of the larger binderies, most 
of which are connected with the Chicago Ty- 
pothetse, and at each plant will file demands 
with the employers for relief from present 
conditions. Refusal to grant changes will be 
followed by strikes. 

In the large {typothete] shops about 1,500 
bindery workers are employed. The major- 
ity of these are girls. Indications last night 
were that the firms in this class will not listen 
to the arguments of the young women. The 
typothete firms already are involved In a 
strike of the compositors, and assert they 
cannot consistently recognize one union while 
fighting another, 

The news that the binders were preparing 
to strike came as a surprise to Secretary E. 
F. Hamm of the typothete. 

“From what I . of the situation the 
action seems hasty,” he said. 

The freight 8 will send their de- 
mands for higher wages to the ratlroads 
today with the understanding that the com- 
panies will have thirty days in which to grant 
or refuse them.

‘Will Use Pure Hydrogen. 

The start is to be made tomorrow if the 
wind is blowing in the right direction. 
Korwin explained tonight that the balloon 
will be inflated with pure hydrogen, because 
it has double the carrying power over ordi- 
nary gas. 

We are using hydrogen for the purpose 
of making greater headway,” he said. In 
spite of the fact that it is dangerous we will 
carry enough provisions to last forty-eight 
hours, life belts, and @ quantity of 
the same as Holbein used in swimming the 
channel, in case of accident in crossing the 
sea, The balloon and its equipment weighs 
900 pounds, and ballast 1,600, while the hu- 
man weight will be 800, The ascent will be 
made any day this week when the wind is 
blowing from the north or northwest.”

Tests on Eye at High Altitude, 
[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

PARIS, May 20.—Dr. Dauinoy, eye spe- 
clalist, interviewed on the subject of his 
recent experiments on the human eye while 
in a balloon at an altitude of 6,000 feet, said: 

‘* My first observation was increased acute- 
ness of vision at high altitudes. I flung a 
bottle overboard into the lake from 4 height 
of 6,000 feet. Not only were two others in 
the balloon able to follow its descent towards 
the earth, but they were able to see the neck 
of the bottle disappear beneath the water. 

“TI think there may be a wide field of treat- 
ment in certain diseases of the eye if it were 
carried out at a high altitude. At present 
there are three diseases in which medical 
ecience practically is powerless—glaucoma, 
choroiditis, and the unfastening or loosen- 
ing of the retina, In the treatment of chorol- 
ditis certain drops are applied to the eye. I 


think if they are applied at high altitudes 


the effect would be astonishing. Definite 
results of the experiments thus far show 
that at great altitudes the tension of the eye 
is greatly increased, Arterial circulation in 
the retina is much more rapid, which ig of the 
highest importance In the treatment of par- 
alysis of the eye nerve.

THE TOBACCO TRUST. 

The Supreme court of Massachusetts 
has hit the tobacco trust a body blow. 
It has declared constitutional and not n 
conflict with any federal statutes a statute 
passed by the legislature of Massachu- 
setts “for the protection of traders.” | 
Under this statute, in brief, no person, 
firm; corporation, or association of per- 
sons doing business within the state may 
make a condition of sales that the pur- 
chaser shall not handle the goods of other 
dealers. If a retailer can buy one article 
to advantage from one manufacturer or 
distributer and another to advantage else- 
where he cannot be refused the privilege. 

In the particular case before the court 
it was proved that the Continental To- 
bacco company offered a rebate of 6 per 
cent on plug tobacco to the retail dealers 
who agreed to Handle no other make of 
tobacco than that of the company re- 
ferred.to. It was proved that the condi- 
tions of the trade were such that this 6 
per cent rebate made a vital difference 
to dealers; that in 1904 95 per cent of the 
plug tobacco and 80 per cent of the cut 
plug tobacco in Massachusetts were han- 
dled by the company, commonly known 
as the trust; that the 210 jobbers of to- 
bacco in Massachusetts could not afford 
to buy of any one but the “ trust,” and 
that a practical monopoly was created 
which might reasonably be expected to 
result in increased prices to the consumer. 

The court remarks: “Tobacco ig not 
one of the necessaries of life, but its use 
is so common that to many persons it 
seems almost as necessary as food. The 
poor, much more than the rich, would be 
likely to be affected by the monopoly of 
the market for plug tobacco and a rise 
in the price which might be expected to 
follow it.“ The court is of the opinion 
that “this statute was enacted in the in- 
terest of the public health and the public 
safety, if not of the public morals.” 
The poor man’s right to get his plug of 
tobaceo at competitive prices is thus 
maintained, and the little transaction is 
dignified by casting over it the halo of the 
name of the public health and the public 
safety. However tardy justice may be in 
ending other wrotigs, no greedy corpora- 
tion shall be allowed to raise the price of 
plug tobacco in Massachusetts without 
cause for speedy repentance. 

The law as thus declared by the Su- 
preme court of Massachusetts ‘will apply 
to all attempts at monopoly, whether ex- 
erted through refusals to sell without 
exclusive contracts or through special re- 
bates, It is a salutary law, demanded 
by the special conditions of the business

have received full pay for the time. Oi 
Clerk Anson did not himself bring this fa 
to official or public attention. The city 
auditor made the fact public, and the civil 
service commission has taken it up for con- 
sideration. City Clerk Anson is not doing 
anything to remedy these conditions in his 
office now that another department has 
brought them to general notice. He is not 
ready when specifically confronted with this 
state of affairs to * remedial or disci- 
plinary action. 

The civil service 3 summoned 
the city clerk to 4 conference on the subject 
cf his absentee clerks on Friday and asked 
him to sign charges which the commission 
had prepared against them, He refused to 
do so, and it will remain for some private 
citizen again to take the responsibility of 
maintaining some sort of order in the office 
which “Captain” A. O. Anson is paid 
$5,000 per year to manage. 

It is confidently assumed that the cvil 
service commission will gee that these cases 
are properly dealt with. In the meantime 
the democratic voters may raise the question 
as to whether the ex-baseball captain is, as 
city clerk, displaying the particular brand 
of backbone and executive capacity which 
should characterize a candidate, say, for 
sheriff.

From Paris comes the news ot the marriage 
the other day of the young duke of Audiffret 
Pasquier, just 24 years of age, to Mile. de 
Saint Genys. He succeeded to the dukedom 
just a year ago through the death of his 
grandfather, having lost his father, the mar- 
quis d’Audiffret Pasquier, some months pre- 


wh 


viously through an automobile accident. The 


dukedom is of relatively modern creation. 
But the family of Audiffret is an ancient one. 
It is of Italian origin, and settled in the 
Basses Alps in the thirteenth. century. 

The father of the late duke bore the title of 
comte d' Audiftret, held the lucrative post of 
receiver general of taxes, and married the 
daughter of Stephen Augustin Pasquier, di- 
rector 3 of the state tobacco monop- 
oly, and younger brother of that Stephen 
Denis Pasquier who was prefect ot police dur- 
ing the reign of the first Napoleon, minister 
of state under King Louis XVIII. and Charles 
X., and chancellor of the kingdom of France 
when Louis Philippe was on the throne. The 
first Napoleon had given him @ barony; Louis 
XVIII, made him a peer of France; King 
Charlies advanced him to the rank of count; 
while Louis Phillipe transformed him into 
Duc Pasquier. He died in 1868, and in ac- 
cordance with the terms of the patent of his 
dukedom the latter passed to his grand- 
nephew and adopted son, Count Gaston d' Au- 
diffret, who assumed the title of duc d’Au- 
diffret Pasquier. 

I should add that, although the Pasquiers 
received a barony from the first Napoleon, 
they had been ennobled by the kings of 
France as far back as the seventeenth cen- 
tury, when one of their number, Stephen 
Pasquier, was auditor general of the realm. 

— 


The late duke was a learned man, a mem- 
ber of the academy, and during the first three 
years of the present republic played quite an 
important political role, presiding in turn in 
the chamber of deputies and the senate. Al- 
though he owed his dukedom to the house of 
Orleans, yet he never managed to get along 
with the Orleans pretenders, and his rela- 
tions with the present duke of Orleans were 
still more strained than they had been with 
the comte de Paris. The latter was often in 


the habit of sneering at the old duke, and of 


ridiculing him for what he was pleased to de- 
scribe as his narrowness of mind and for his 
avarice, that is, his refusal to contribute 
largely to the Orleanist cause. On the other 
hand, the duke was equally open in express- 
ing his dissatisfaction with the late comte de 
Paris and with the present pretender, de- 
claring that he preferred on the whole a re- 
publican form of government to monarchy in 
the person of such men. He was more Gread- 
ed than popular in the great world of Paris 
on account of the bitterness of his tongue and 
of his phlegm. 
—— 

Baron von dem Bussche, the counselor of 
the German embassy, who is still detained at 
Washington by the illness of his wife, will 
leave as soon as she is sufficiently recovered 
to travel, and proceed to Berlin, in order to 
take up his duties at the department of for- 
eign affairs, left vacant by the resignation of 
old Baron Holstein. The position is that of 
counselor intrusted with the direction of the 
political and personal bureau, without ex- 
ception the most important of all the offices 
of the department. It is the bureau which, 

ject to the subsequent approval of the 
ancellor and of the kaiser, suggests and 
elaborates foreign policies and which keeps 
track of them, and it is the bureau which 
likewise selects, also subject to the approval 
of the kaiser and of the chancellor, the m- 
sadors, the ministers; and the agents in- 
trusted with the execution of the policy. It 
was the possession of this post which ren- 
dered Baron Holstein the most powerful and 
influential of permanent officials in the serv- 
lee of Germany, and there is no doubt that 
Baron Bussche will, so far as ability is con- 
cerned, live up to the traditions of his much 
feared predecessor. 

Frony an American point of view it must 
be particularly agreeable to feel that a man 
do Warmly attached to this country as Baron 
Bussche, who has so many warm friends 
here, and who is possessed of so much know!l- 
edge and enthusiasm regarding everything 
American, should be destined henceforth to 
have so important a voice in the shaping of 
the foreign policy of the Teuton empire. It 
may be added that both Baron Stern burg and 
Baron Bussche are personal appointees of the 
emperor for their respective posts, that is to 
say, he selected them on the strength of his 
knowledge of their qualities and 1 8 on 
iatics.

There 
are countless pretty scenes all showing the 
beautiful relationship that exists between 
Claudia and her Daddy,“ and while they 
are undramatic, they are none the less in- 
stant in their tug at the onlooker’s heart- 
strings. The coming of the Princess Alice 
and the realization by the Prince Chap 
that she has not loved him during the years 
of separation as he has loved her, bring the 
note of sadness into the act. And the return- 
ing to him of all his letters, which is accom- 
plished just after he and Runion and his 
artist friends have been playing Santa Claus 
to Claudia, Puckers, and the other members 
of the little circle, makes an effectively 
dramatic ending to the act. 

The last act, ten years later, 18 unduly 
drawn out, and the bringing together of 
Claudia and Daddy as man and wife 
is not wholly satisfactory. The “ happy 
ending probably had to be secured, no 
matter at what cost, but, could Claudia have 
been wedded to some worthy young fellow 
near her own age, the attitude of Daddy 
would have been finer and truer. But the 
author has not seen it thus, and so the story 
book ending must be accepted. It does not 
astually spoil the play, and the majority 
of the theatergoers will find it wholly cor- 
rect.

The performance is admirable throughout. 
‘Mr. Scott, in the role of Peyton, has all 
the virility and manly bigness that the part 
requires to a void becoming effeminate and un- 
@uly sentimental, and he has also the ability 
to express tenderness and abundant affec- 
tion which is indispensable to the part. 
He, exhibits the buoyaricy and vigor that 
belong to a young fellow who is happy 
hearted, healthy bodied, and corresponding- 
ly confident and optimistic, and he has in 
his- intercourse with the child all the sin- 
cerity, the sunniness, and the semblance of 
genuine interest without which the winning 
of a child’s confidence is impossible. His 
playing of all these scenes with Claudia 
ig remarkably natural, and is distin- 
guished by nice discrimination, and his emo- 
tional scene at the close of the second act 
rings true. ils performance throughout 
calls for only the heartiest commendation. 

The Runion of Mr. Lamb is a delightful 
characterization, complete in its every de- 
tail, carefully conceived and faultlessly car- 
ried out. He is the embodiment of the Eng- 
lish servant in all of deference, kindliness, 
slowness of mental action, and pigheaded- 
ness, that distinguish that excellent class. 
Mr. De Mille plays the “silly ass role of 
the earl of Huntington in capital fashion, 
never falling short, and at no time overdoing. 

Miss Keogh as Puckers the slavey adds a 
character study which will be remembered. 
This slavey is of the noisy, slambang vari- 
ety, with a tongue which runs like mad, but 
with a heart that is kindliness itself. The 
role is a grateful one, and it is admirably 
played. Miss Flavin as Princess Alice, 

and Miss Conron as Mrs. Errington do well 
what little they have to do. | 

The role of requires three actresses. 
Helen Pullman as the child of 5 years does 
remarkably good work. She speaks her lines 
naturally and with no suggestion of mere par- 
rot like repetition, and her action, too, is free 
from affectation and staginess. Edith Speare 
as the Claudia of 8 is similarly satisfactory, 
although into her performance creeps now 
and again a hint of self-consciousness. Miss 
Scott as the grownup Claudia does acceptable 
work save in the opening scene when the 
tendency to laugh seems to be too freely in- 
duiged. The making of Claudia a little more 
womanly and dignified would add to the rea- 
songhlenese of the climax of the act.

| place; and we, as foreigners, have no right 


to intrude in any way upon their trugal 
pleasures. Instead we went to St. Germain 
en Laye and then on to Versailles and home 
again by rail, reaching thé city just in time 
to see the beautiful lights gleam out along 
the river and to view the multitude of lamps 


fiash up brightly in the dusk on the Place de 


la Concorde. There was just enough moisture 
in the air to make the revolving light on the 
Eiffel tower look like thé arms of a gigantic 
windmill. The light flashed red, then white, 
then blue; it was high among the stars, and 
brighter than any. 
3 

But thie ie beginning at the wrong end 
of the day with our narration. At early 
morning We took the steam tramway at the 
Place de I’Btofle for the hour and a half 
ride that we contemplated. By the morning 
light, when the shadows were all full size, 
the Arc de Triomphe looked bigger than ever 
above the level surroundings at the base of it. 


The twelve avenues that radiated from it 


were shining white. The verdure all about 
them was green as summer lizards are, and, 
with the dew upon it, touched by the sun, 
it was shining like them, too. Slowly we 
rolled down the Avenue de la Grande Armée 
to the Port Maillot, where the Avenue de 
Neuilly was to take us away ‘from the city 
through the small town of that name. 

The pretty chateaux along the route were 
still asleep. It was Sunday, the day of rest 
and pleasure. We tried to imagine how the 
place must have looked when Louis Philippe 
owned it and used it as the park for his 
chateau. We crossed the glittering Seine, 
that, touched on every ripple edge, with sun- 
light, was spangled as a dancer’s silvery robe. 
This bridge of Neuilly, which took us across 
the river, has its story like every other 
bridge and corner of the landscape of this 
whole countryside: Twice rebuilt, it was 
originally erected by Henry IV., who was 
impelled to this public work by an accident 
which happened to him here when, with 
Marie de Medicis, he was crossing the ferry, 
which used to run from bank to bank. The 
place is associated also with the history of 
Paschal, for it was here that he was nearly 
drowned by runaway horses, a catastrophe 
which led to his spiritual awakening and re- 
nunciation of the world. 

An ascent of the road, and then we turn 
toward the left, and almost immediately the 
Are de Triomphe, two miles and a half away, 
breaks on our sight, From this distance we 
get an idea of the majesty of it, a thing im- 
possible when close at hand, because it is so 
out of proportion to everything around. The 
town of Courbevoie, where we gain the view, 
deserves a passing notice, for it is fairly typ- 
ical of the towns along the Seine in the 
neighborhood of Paris. There are laundries 
all along the river.

For the fleids 
are thick with flowers, and fairy gossamer 
is spread across the grass to dry. Sitting 

on the top of the tramway, at its front, and 
inte along through the air, we felt that 
the beautiful world which we see is peculiarly 
ours, ours to have for the loving of it, ours 
because of our capacity to enjoy the beauty 
that it offers.

Afterward came Nanterre of St. Gene- 
vieve’s miraculous well, the birthplace like 
wise of the saint. Ruell was next, where 
Richelieu lived in summer, then Malmaison, 
sad and lonely, overcast with memories of 
the sorrows of Josephine, and of Napoleon’s 
tragedy as well, for thence the Corsican went 
to St. Helena, having come to Malmaison to 
take farewell of his family. It is not the 
same place that it-was th the old days; the 
commonplaces of civilization have en- 
eroached upon the eloquent sweep of its orig- 
inal precincts, and of its old grandeur only 
enough remains to add to the melancholy of 
its history.

Prices re put to a point where con- 
sumers ref to buy, and in checking so 
important a branch of activity, other lines 
of industry were naturally 


Possible Crop Failures. 


In considering possible crop 3 as 4 
market factor, it is believed such failures 
would not be as far reaching as in years past, 
for the country is better able to withstand 
the loss.
